New wave of apartment 
galleries springing up 
all over the city

FOR REDEYE 

Most curators don’t make a habit of sleeping 
next to their exhibits, but Katherine Pill and 
Francesca Wilmott wake up to their art every 
morning. 

When the roommates take a few steps out of 
their bedrooms and beyond the kitchen of their 
second-floor apartment, they enter a living and 
dining room virtually devoid of furniture. 

Where a table and chairs might normally sit, 
a few colorful, spherical objects are carefully 
arranged on the hardwood floor. And on the 
wall, where you might normally find framed 
family photos, there hang a volcano made of 
denim and a computer-generated image of face- 
less sheep floating in a dream world. 

Welcome to Pill and Wilmott’s apart- 
ment-better known in the art community 
as Concertina Gallery The graduate students 
at the Art Institute of Chicago, who aspire to 
have full-fledged careers as curators, co-found- 
ed the gallery in their Logan Square apartment 
in September. 

“I’d never be able to afford this kind of art on 
my own,” said Pill, 26, “but this way I get to live 
with it and be around it all the time.” 

While the economic downturn has forced 
some traditional art galleries to close their doors, 
underground gallery and performance spaces 
are popping up across the city as Chicago’s 
young, emerging artists utilize just about any 
domestic space imaginable— bathrooms, garag- 
es and even stairwells— to experiment with art 
that is designed more for earning respect than 
cash. Dubbed apartment galleries, the spaces 
are popular among owners who appreciate the 
freedom of showcasing collections from their 
homes, but the practice doesn’t always sit well 
with the traditional gallery community 

Concertina Gallery, which recently replaced 
the spheres, denim and sheep with an exhi- 
bition called ‘Australia” that runs through 
Nov 15, makes no money off of its art. But Pill 
and Wilmott gain experience operating a legal 
gallery, while the featured artists get exposure 
in a trendy, new space. 

“DIY attitudes are big in Chicago, and this 
is a way we can create our own job and our own 
independent spaces,” said Wilmott, 24. 

That’s fine when apartment galleries are run 
legally, Thomas Robertello said, but the owner 


of Thomas Robertello Gallery in the West Loop 
said he’s worried about competition from gal- 
leries that operate commercially without busi- 
ness licenses. 

“My problem is with the aggressive attempts 
many of them make to market themselves as 
public exhibition spaces instead of private, 
while a lot of us are spending a lot of money to 
be legal and responsible,” Robertello said. 

Robertello estimates he spends $5,000 a 
month running his commercial gallery, includ- 
ing rent, insurance, staffing, utilities and other 
costs. By contrast, expenses for apartment gal- 
leries usually are minimal— often just the cost 
of running a Web site and supplying refresh- 
ments at openings. 

“Personally, I wonder long-term how posi- 
tive apartment galleries are and if they might 
contribute to putting galleries out of business,” 
Robertello added. 


Caroline Picard, whose Green Lantern 
Gallery and Press shut its doors in Wicker Park 
in June after being cited by the city for operat- 
ing without a business license, said the diversity 
is good for Chicago’s art scene. “It’s like they 
have Ferris Bueller’s little sister syndrome,” 
said Picard, who plans to reopen her gallery in 
a location with more favorable zoning. “There’s 
always people that are mad that someone’s not 
playing by the rules, but I think it’s part of 
where the energy and vitality comes from.” 

These off-the-beaten-path art nooks have 
existed in Chicago for at least a decade but 
have recently become more prevalent, said 
Shannon Stratton, director and chief curator at 
Threewalls, a not-for-profit visual arts program 
based in the West Loop. 

There is no way to know for sure due to the 
underground nature of some apartment galler- 
ies, but Stratton estimates that 15 to 18 of them 


currently are open in the city 

“People are taking it more seriously” Stratton 
said. “It’s mostly these young people who see 
what’s out there and say, ‘Hey I can do my own 
thing.’ ” 

Recent University of Illinois at Chicago grad 
Chris Smith has had so much success that his 
gallery is spreading— into the bathroom. 

What started as the Second Bedroom proj- 
ect— a small, non-commercial gallery he has 
run out of his Bridgeport apartment since May 
2008 —recently expanded to a second space in 
his bathroom called Medicine Cabinet. 

“It’s really exciting because I don’t even really 
have to do much at this point,” said Smith, 27, 
who has exhibits booked through February 
“I just have a Web site and I advertise on 
Facebook, yet there’s a lot of interest and our 
shows are well-attended.”

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FOUR SIMPLE RULES 

Finding and experiencing a quality apartment gallery can be an intimidating pursuit for the uninitiated. So how can you get in on the scene, and how should you han- 
dle yourself once you’re there? Every gallery is different, but here are four general guidelines apartment gallery owners shared with RedEye to help you get started. r.s. 



GET CREATIVE 

Some cooler-than-cool apartment galleries 
advertise only through word of mouth or social 
networking sites such as Facebook. If you’re out 
of the loop, your best bet for finding a chic new 
gallery is scouring the Web or cozying up to an 
apartment art insider. 



CALL FIRST 

Commercial galleries have regular business 
hours, but most apartment galleries can be seen 
only during an opening or by appointment. Talk 
to a gallery owner and set up a time to visit if 
you’re not attending an opening. 




DON’T BRING MONEY 

It’s illegal for apartment galleries without 
business licenses to sell art to you, so don’t bring 
a wad of cash to an event expecting to take home 
a painting. You’ll most likely have to contact the 
artist to negotiate a price and purchase a piece. 


RESPECT THE APARTMENT 

Remember that gallery owners live in these 
spaces and that you are a guest in their homes, 
not just a customer. Don’t walk around the 
non-gallery areas of the apartment without 
permission.

With so many local apartment galleries to choose from, RedEye asked ChicagoNow art bloggers Kathryn Born and Stephanie Burke 
to give us a quick primer on the scene in their own words. Born and Burke picked five galleries they thought showcased the variety of 
environments apartment galleries can provide, and what motivates the owners to sacrifice so much of their personal living space.

Market fresh

When West Loop sports lounge Market 
opened this spring, it instantly cre- 
ated a scene for leggy ladies and slickly 
groomed guys, all who seemed to have 
time to leave work, go home and get 
dressed to impress, and stiQ fill the 
rooftop by 5 p.m, on week- 
nights, The place feels 
entirely different— and 
much closer to its 
sports-lounge philoso- 
phy— during a daytime game 
on NFL Sunday 
Twentysomethings nosh with 
Bears jersey-clad parents, couples take 
trips to the build-your-own-bloody 
mary bar, dudes pore over fantasy foot- 
ball notes, and everyone cheers loudly 
when the Bears score. Sit at a high- top 
in the bar or at the long table in the din- 
ing room for the best game views — the 
booths along the dining room wall 
beneath a line of flat-screen TVs look 
like prime spots but are too close to the 
speakers for conversation during com- 
mercials. 


What bugs us the most about 
Market’s dinner menu are the Happy 
Meal-style flourishes (buffalo wings 
sided by a ceramic chicken, popcorn 
shrimp served in a movie theater-style 
box), so we were relieved to find chef 
Joe Rosetti’s brunch menu, 

which launched in earnest 
last weekend after a week 
of menu testing, free of 
gimmicks. 

We’d go back for the steak and 
eggs ranchero ($12, left), a skirt steak 
topped with zesty ranchero salsa (a fam- 
ily recipe from kitchen staffer Armando 
Hernandez) and perfectly crisp potatoes 
tossed with a colorful hash of red, yel- 
low and green peppers. Bourbon-soaked 
french toast with apple compote and 
candied pecans ($10) is light on bour- 
bon flavor, but offers toothsome bites 
of tart Fuji apple and sweet nuts. 
Everyone seemed to be ordering the 
very simplest of the specials: the Salmon 
Sammy, a,k,a, the traditional bagel and 
lox plate ($10), starring a grilled Turano 
bagel that’s equal parts fluffy and chewy 


and a generous coil of rich smoked 
salmon. 

Since gripes about Market’s first 
months were primarily service-oriented, 
from botched cocktail orders to long 
waits on crowded nights, we were eager 
to see if things had smoothed out. Our 
brunch service was pleasant if a bit awk- 
ward (you may have to ask to see the 
menu or get a refill on coffee), but the 
leisurely pace suits the casual weekend 


sports scene. 

This weekend, the kitchen is test- 
ing a few more dishes (breakfast pizza 
with Italian sausage, eggs Benedict with 
black forest ham and spinach) before 
debuting the menu in full. Though the 
experience isn’t quite a touchdown yet, 
the players look promising,

It’s pretty easy 
cleaning green 

Situation: I want to use green I Solution: Raid your pantry for 
cleaning products, but they’re cheap, non-toxic cleaners, 

expensive. I 


Household cleaners can be reservoirs for chemicals such as petro- 
leum-derived ammonia and monoethanolamine, antibacterial disin- 
fectants and synthetic fragrances. Studies written by researchers at the 
University of California at Berkeley and Brown University have linked 
chemical-laden cleaning products to health problems, strengthening 
the case for using non-toxic cleaners. Unfortunately, green products 
can equate to higher prices. 

If you want to clean green without spending a fortune, look inside 
your pantry for old-fashioned solutions. Here are a few recipes I Ve 
tried at home. 


All-purpose cleaner 

Mix equal parts plain white distilled vinegar — 

and water. To cut the smell of vinegar, add a little 
bit of lemon Juice. 

Bathroom cleaner 

Mix 1 cup baking soda with V 2 cup liquid soap to 
form a paste. (I like Dr. Bronner’s organic Castile 
Soap, drbronner.com). Scrub, then follow up with 
a clean water rinse.

Drain declogger 

Pour 1 cup of baking soda down the drain, 

followed by 1 cup of white vinegar, 1 cup of salt, and V 2 cup of lemon Juice. 
Walt 10 minutes, then flush the drain with hot water. 


Chrome and copper cleaner 

Use toothpaste to scrub chrome. For dirty 
copper, try stralght-up lemon Juice or hot sauce. - 
Rinse and follow up with a dry cloth. 

DIY Goo Gone 

To get rid of sticky stuff, such as tape residue, use 
olive oil with a scouring sponge, then rinse. 

Glass cleaner 

Start with the recipe for all-purpose cleaner (half 
vinegar, half water). Add a tiny shot of vodka for 
faster, streak-free drying. 



Linen spray 


In a spray bottle, mix V 4 cup vodka with 3 V 2 cups filtered water. Add a 
teaspoon of essential oil and shake.

Michael Buble recently received a cassette tape of his first performance ever, but it didn’t bring 
back pleasant memories. 

“I was absolutely terrible. I didn’t know how to get in and out of the song,” the 34-year-old said 
of a performance when he was 16. ‘^t that point I didn’t understand the form of a song. So wrong, 
so terrible.” 

But even though he went through an awkward stage as a performer, he was convinced that 
singing was in his future. 

His faith paid off His first three CDs have gone gold, platinum and triple-platinum, and his 
newest one, “Crazy Love,” debuted at No. i on Billboard’s Top 200 albums chart last month. 

In a recent interview, Buble talked about his religion, the crazy things he’s done for love and his 
new album, which finds the Canadian-born singer covering songs by Van Morrison, Ron Sexsmith 
and the Eagles. 


What’s the message you’re trying to send with 
the new CD? 

I think the message is that all of us can relate 
to this feeling, this emotion called love and 
it’s a complicated feeling. It doesn’t just come 
with butterflies in the stomach and happi- 
ness and sunshine and lollipops; it comes 
with heartache and jealousy and sometimes 
rage and sometimes insecurity and sadness 
and regret. It’s a beautiful, complicated and 
really special feeling that keeps us all con- 
nected. 


What’s the craziest thing you’ve done for iove? 

Killed a guy once. Kidding. I can’t think of 
anything! The craziest thing I ever did? What 
hasn’t been crazy that I’ve done for love? I’ve 
given up a lot, and I’ve hurt myself over it 
more than I can even say I guess that’s crazy, 
but for me you don’t have much of a choice. 
It’s worth it. It’s worth it for the payback. 

Do you find covering songs easier or harder to 
do compared to creating your own music? 

It’s far more difficult for me to cover a song 



because you can compare that song with 
another 400 iconic artists who have recorded 
it. So it’s my job to take it to a different place. 
And as an interpreter, I take it really seri- 
ously 

You mentioned that you used to sieep with 


your Bible every night, hoping to become a 
singer. Talk about that. 

As I get older I have a different concept of 
what God is to me and— it’s not that I’m into 
organized religion— the truth is that I don’t 
know I’m sorry if that offends people out 
there, but I’m just being honest, I don’t know.

How they stack up 

As brewers manipulate recipes to cut calories in 
their beers, the process results in a drop in alcohol 
content. While we can’t measure the effect on 
taste with numbers, we can look at calories vs. 
alcohol. Here is a breakdown of products from 
Budweiser and Miller, taken from the nutrition 
information on their Web sites, redeye

New brews cut the 
calories— but some

MILWAUKEE How low can beer makers go? 
Having conquered the beer-belly set, some 
of the nation’s biggest brewers are trying to 
win over the six-pack-ab crowd with ultra- 
low-calorie suds. 

The question is: Are drinkers willing to 
sacrifice flavor and a bit of the buzz? And: 
How long before beer gets turned back into 
water? 

Most regular American beers, such as 
Budweiser, have about 150 calories and 5 per- 
cent alcohol, while most light beers contain 
around 100 calories and 4 percent alcohol. 

The new brews. Miller Coors’ Miller 
Genuine Draft 64 and Anheuser-Busch 
InBev’s Select 55, are well below that. Their 
calorie counts are in their names, and they 
both contain less than 3 percent alcohol. 
Guzzling a whole MGD 64 or Select 55 is 
like taking a few swigs of a Bud. 


WHO’S BUYING? 

Light beers account for about half of the 
$99 billion-a-year beer market in the U.S., 
according to the Beverage Information 
Group, a market research firm. But the 
market for super-low-calorie is probably 
small, says Eric Schmidt, manager of 
information services. 

MillerCoors says MGD 64 (slogan: “As 
light as it gets”) has sold twice as much in 
its first year as Miller Genuine Draft Light, 
which it replaced a year ago. It would not 
release specific figures. 

After a few weeks of testing Select 55 
in 15 markets, Anheuser-Busch decided 
to expand into a dozen more starting 
this month. The company isn’t sure yet 
whether demand for the beer is big 
enough for it to go national, ap 

^ 

Mindy Rotellini, a 25-year-old graphic 
designer from St. Louis who watches her 
calories, reaches for MGD 64 from time 
to time, even though the brew is “kind of 
watery” and it’s tough to feel the alcohol. 

“I just have to drink more, and then it’s 
going to equal the amount of calories in a 
regular beer, so why not just drink a regular 
beer?” she says. 


Chris Bethel switched to Select 55 because 
it is low-cal. He says he likes the light taste 
and doesn’t mind the reduced alcohol. 

“I’m not a college kid trying to get wast- 
ed,” says the 36 -year-old network engineer 
in the Columbus, Ohio, area. 

Both drinkers speak to an unavoidable 
trade-off: To cut calories, beer companies 
reduce the amount of malted barley and 
other grains that are fermented during the 
brewing process. That, in turn, reduces the 
amount of alcohol in the brew The result is a 
beer more like its main ingredient, water. 

“Tbu start producing something that 
could taste very, very thin,” says Thomas 
Shellhammer, professor of fermentation sci- 
ence at Oregon State University “That would 
be the challenge for the brewer, to produce 
something that still tastes like beer.” 

Some hard-core dieters aren’t interested. 

Beer connoisseur John LeMasney used 
to review craft beers on his site beercritic. 
wordpress.com but gave that up after gain- 
ing 50 pounds in a year. He has cut back on 
his drinking to lose weight. But he refuses to 
try the new low-cal beers. 

“I’d rather spend 200 calories and get 
something I really enjoy,” he says.
